There is still, however, a good deal 
af work to be accomplished before the 
end can be reached, and it lies in the 
power of any senator who may feel so 
disposed to delay action indefinitely. 
Some of the amendments yet to be in­ 
troduced by the finance committee 
w ill provoke more or less discussion. 
The sugar duty and the free wool 
question are expected to be made 
the object of speech making by the 
republicans 
and 
populists. 
Much 
curiosity is felt over the attitude o f 
populists on the sugar schedule. They 
say that whatever they may do they 
w ill do nothing to prolong debate to 
any exten t 
lf the bill is not voted 
upon as a whole before the senate ad­ 
journs Tuesday the democrats w ill 
try to secure a Fourth of July session. 
They w ill also probably ask the sen­ 
ate to hold night and day sessions 
Monday and Tuesday if necessary to 
secure action. 
When the senate bill is 
disposed of the appropriation bills on 
the calendar w ill be taken up. 
Speaker Crisp is seeing that the 
decks are kept clear in the house of 
representatives for the return of the 
tariff bill. 
This accounts for the fail? 
nre of the rules committee to agree oa 
any definite program of bills to be 
considered during the coining week. 
The legislative business is 
merely 
drifting, as there is no desire to tie 
the hands of the house by set speeches 
which might interfere in this body in. 
consideration of the tariff bill when it 
comes over from the senate. 
The expectation of Chairman Wilson 
and other ways and means members is 
that the tariff bill will pass the senate 
TueAlay, but it Is not believed the 
official notification w ill come to the 
house before Thursday. 
The first 
move when the bill is reported hack 
w ill be a formal motion by Mr. Wilson 
that it be referred 
to

and means committee. 
It is expected

The tariff bill 
w ill then be retired.to the secrecy of 
the committee for some days, but 
representative Bryan stated last night 
two days ought to suffice for such

house and the submission of the bill 
to conference may occur Friday or 
Saturday of the coming week, al­ 
though this would be exceptional dis­ 
pa tell. 
Owing to the lack of a program the 
time of the house during the week w ill 
be taken up by' such bills as manage 
to secure recognition. The Cooper bill 
to tax greenbacks is likely to be taken 
up to-day, and to be on until the ad­ 
journment for the Fourth of July.

In some cases this is 
easy to do but in many cases not one 
but many persons are responsible for 
crime committed or for an evil exist­ 
ing in a community and all who in 
any way lend their aid are guilty and 
liable to the same punishm ent should 
their guilt be proven. 
He briefly reviewed the Cronin mur­ 
der and showed th a t legally not one 
man but many killed Dr. Cronin. The 
man who called the doctor from his 
house, the one who procured the horse, 
the owner of the horse, the man who 
painted 
the 
floor 
to 
cover 
the 
blood 
stains, 
the 
purchaser of the trunk were, it they 
knew of the crime, just as responsible 
as the person who struck the blow 
th at killed. 
So those who helped to 
dispose of the body and those who 
knew anything about the case and did 
not tell it were responsible, but in a 
lesser degree. 
He then applied the 
law morally, and led up to the saloon 
question. 
Who is responsible for the 
existence of a saloon in a community 
Under legal principles m orally applied 
not only the proprietor, the bar-tend 
er, the consumer, the city fathers who 
give the license, and those who vote 
for license are responsible, but the 
architect,builder,painters, cabinet mak 
ers, merchants from whom fixtures are 
purchased, the newspaper th at does 
the advertising and the farm er who 
raises the grain used in making the 
iquors are alike responsible for the 
saloon if they know to what use these 
things are to be put.

Arbor, and terrace, and 
slope, and rustic temple, and reser­ 
voir, and urn, and fountain, here had 
th e ir crowning. 
Oak, and yew, and 
hazel p u t forth their richest foliage. 
T here was no life more diligent, no 
soul more ingenious than th a t 
of 
Shenstone, and all th a t diligence and 
genius w ere brought to the adorn­ 
m ent of th a t one treasure 
spot. 
He 
gave 
three 
hundred 
pounds 
for it; he sold it for seventeen thou­ 
sand. And vet I am to tell you of a richer 
garden th an any I have mentioned. 
It is the garden spoken of in my text, 
the garden of the church, w hich be­ 
longs to Christ, for my tex t says so. 
He bought it, he planted it, he owns 
it, and he shall have it. 
W alter Scott, 
in his outlay a t Abbotsford, ruined his 
fortune; and now 
in th e crim son 
flowers of those gardens, you can al­ 
m ost th in k or im agine th a t you see 
the blood of th a t old m an’s broken 
heart. 
The paym ent of the last one 
hundred thousand pounds 
sacrified 
him. 
B ut I have to tell you th a t 
C hrist’s life and Christ’s death were 
th e outlay of this beautiful garden of 
th e church of w hich my te x t speaks. 
Oh, how m any sighs, and tears, and 
pangs, and agonies! 
Tell me, ye exe­ 
cutioners wTho lifted him and le t him 
down! 
T ell me, ye sun th a t didst 
bide, ye rocks th a t 
fell! 
“Christ 
loved the Church and gave him self for 
i t ” 
If then the garden of the church 
belongs to Christ, certainly he has a 
rig h t to w alk in i t 
Come then, O 
blessed Jesus, this m orning, w alk up 
and down these aisles and pluck w hat 
th o u w ilt of sw eetness for thyself. 
The Church, in my te x t 
is appro­ 
priately com pared to a garden, be­ 
cause it is a place of choice flowers, of 
select fru its and of thorough irriga­ 
tion. 
T h a t would be a strange garden in 
w hich there w ere no flowers, 
lf no­ 
w here else they w ill be along the 
borders or a t the gateway. The hom e­ 
liest taste w ill dictate som ething, if 
it be the old-fashioned hollyhock, or 
dahlia, or daffodil, or coreopsis; b u t 
if there be larger means, then you 
w ill find the M exican cactus and dark- 
veined arbutelion, and blazing azalea, 
and clustering oleander. 
Well, now, 
Christ comes to his garden, and he 
p lan ts there some of the b rightest 
spirits th a t ever flowered upon the 
world. 
Some of them are violets, un- 
conspicuous, 
b u t sw eet in heaven. 
You have to search for such spirits to 
find them. 
You do not see them very 
often, perhaps, b ut you find where 
they have been by the brightening 
face 
of 
the 
invalid, 
and 
the 
sprig of geranium on 
the 
stand, 
and 
the 
window 
curtains 
keep­ 
ing out the glare of the sunlight. 
They are, 
perhaps, more 
like the 
ranunculus, creeping sw eetly along 
am id the thorns and briars of life, giv­ 
ing kiss for sting, and m any a man 
who has had in his way some g reat 
black rock of trouble, has found th a t 
they have covered it all over w ith 
flowering jasm ine running in and out 
am id the crevices. 
These Christians 
in Christ's garden are not like the sun­ 
flower, gaudy in the light; b u t w hen­ 
ever darkness hovers over a soul th a t 
needs to be com forted, there they 
stand, night-bloom ing cereuses. B u tin 
Christ’s garden there are plants th a t 
m ay be better com pared to the Mexi­ 
can cactus—thorns w ithout, loveliness 
w ith in —men w ith 
sharp points of 
character. 
They wound alm ost every 
one th a t touches them. 
They 
are 
hard to handle. 
Men pronounce them 
n o th in g b u t thorns, but Christ loves 
them , n o tw ithstanding all their sharp­ 
nesses. 
Many a m an has had very 
h ard ground to culture, and it has 
only been th ro u g h severe toil he has 
raised even th e sm allest crop of grace. 
A very harsh m inister was talking 
w ith a very placid elder, and the 
placid elder "said to the harsh m inister: 
“ Doctor, I do w ish you would control 
your tem per.” 
“ Ah,” said the m inis­ 
te r to the elder, 
“ I control more 
tem per in five m inutes th an you do in 
live years.” 
It is harder for some men 
to do rig h t th an for others to do 
rig h t 
The grace th a t would elevate 
you to the seventh heaven m ight not 
keep your brother from knocking a 
m an down. 
I had a friend who came 
to me and said: 
“I dare not join the 
church.” 
I said: 
“W hy?” 
“Oh, 
he 
said: 
“ I have such a violent tem per. 
Yesterday 
m orning I was crossing 
very early a t the Jersey City ferry, 
and I saw a m ilkm an pour a large 
am ount 
w ater into the milk can, 
and I said to him: 
‘I think th a t w’ill 
do,’ and he insulted me, and I knocked 
him down. 
Do you think I ought to 
join the church?” 
N evertheless, th a t 
very same man, who was so harsh in 


his behavior, loved Christ, and coaid 
not speak of sacred things w ithout 
tears of em otion and affection. Thorns 
w ithout, but sw eetness w ithin—the 
best specim en of Mexican cactus I 
ever saw. 
There are others planted in Christ’s 
garden who are alw ays ardent, alw ays 
radiant, alw ays im pressive—more like 
the roses of deep hue th a t we occa­ 
sionally find called “giants of b attle” 
—the 
M artin Luthers, 
St, 
Rauls, 
Chrysostoms, Wicklifi’es, Latim ers and 
Samuel Rutherfords. 
W hat in other 
men is a spark, in them is a conflagra­ 
tion. 
When they sweat, they sw eat 
g reat drops of blood. 
W hen they 
pray, their prayer takes life. 
When 
they preach, it is a Fenticost. 
When 
they fight, it is a Therm o ny he. 
When 
they die, it 
a m artyrdom . 
You find 
a great m any roses in the ga rd -us, but 
onty a few “giants of battle. 
Men 
say: 
“W hy don’t you have more of 
them in the church?” 
I say: 
“ Why 
don’t you have in the world more Na­ 
poleons, and Humboldts, and W elling­ 
tons?” 
God gives to some ten talents, 
to another one. 
In this garden of the church, which 
Christ has planted, 
I also find the 
snowdrops, beautiful b u t cold look­ 
ing, seem ingly another phase of the 
w inter. 
I m ean those C hristians who 
are precise in th eir tastes, unim pas­ 
sioned, pure as snow drops and as cold. 
They never shed any tears, they never 
get excited, tlie3* never say anything 
rashly, they never do anything pre­ 
cipitately. 
Their pulse never flutters, 
th eir nerves never tw itch, th eir indig­ 
nation never boils over. 
They live 
longer th an m ost people; b u t th eir 
life is in a m inor key. 
They never 
run up to “C” above the staff. 
In the 
music of th eir life they have no stac­ 
cato passages. 
Christ planted them 
in the church, and they m ust be of 
some service, .or they w ould not be 
there; snowdrops, alw ays snowdrops. 
B ut I have not told you of the m ost 
beautiful flower in all this garden 
spoken of in the text. 
If you see a 
“century p la n t,” your em otions are 
started. 
You say: 
“Why, this flower 
has been a hundred years g athering up 
for one bloom, and it w ill be a hun­ 
dred years more before other petals 
will come o u t” 
But I have to tell 
you of a p lan t th a t was gathering up 
from all eternity, and th a t nineteen 
hundred years ago put forth its bloom 
never to w ither. 
I t is the Passion 
Flow er of the Cross! 
Prophets fore­ 
told i t 
Bethlehem shepherds looked 
upon it in the bud; the rocks shook a t 
its bursting; and the dead got up in 
th eir w inding-sheets to see its full 
bloom. 
It is a crim son flower—blood 
a t the roots, blood on the branches, 
blood on all the leaves. 
Its perfum e 
is to fill all the nations. 
Its touch is 
life. 
Its breath is heaven. 
Come, Oh 
winds, from the north, and w inds 
from the south, and winds from the 
east, and w inds from th e west, and 
bear to all the earth the sw eet sm elling 


savor of Christ my Lord. 
His worth, if all the nations knew, 
Sure the whole earth would love him, too. 
Again: 
The church may be appro­ 
priately com pared to a garden, be­ 
cause it is a place of select fruits. 
T h at it would be a strange garden 
which had in it no berries, no plums, 
no peaches or apricots. 
The coarser 
fru its are planted in tli<0 orchard, or 
they are set out on the sunny hillside; 
b u t the choicest fruits are kept in the 
garden. 
So in the w orld outside the 
church, Christ has planted a g reat 
m any 
beautiful 
things—patience, 
charity, generosity, integrity; b u t he 
intends the choicest fruits to be in 
the garden, and if they are not there, 
then sham e on the church. 
Religion 
is not a mere, flowering sentim ent­ 
ality. 
I t 
is 
a 
practical, 
life-giv­ 
ing, health fu l fru it—not posies, out 
apples. 
“Oh!” 
says somebody. 
‘‘I 
don’t see w hat your garden of the 
church has yielded.” 
W here did your 
asylum s come from? and your hos­ 
pitals? and your institutions of mercy? 
Christ planted every one of them; he 
planted them in his garden. 
When 
Christ gave sight to Bartim eus, he laid 
the corner stone of every blind asylum 
th a t has ever been built. 
W hen Christ 
soothed the dem oniac of Galilee he 
laid tho corner stone of every lunatic 
asylum th a t has ever been established. 
W hen C hrist said to the sick man: 
“ T ake up thy bed and w alk!” he laid 
the corner stone of every hospital the 
w orld has ever seen. 
W hen Christ 
said: 
“I was in prison, and ye visited 
me,” 
he 
laid 
the 
corner 
stone 
of every 
prison 
reform 
asso­ 
ciation 
th a t 
has 
ever 
been 
formed. 
The Church of Christ is a 
glorious garden and it is full of fruit 
I know there is some poor fru it in i t 
I know there are some weeds th a t 
ought to have been throw n over the 
fence. 
I know there are some crab 
apple trees th a t ought to be cut down 
I know there are some wild grapes 
th a t ought to be uprooted; but are you 
going to destroy the whole garden be­ 
cause of a little gnarled fruit? 
You 
will find w orm -eaten leaves in Fon- 
tainbleau, and insects th a t sting in 
the fairy groves of the Champs Elysees. 
You do not tear down and destroy the 
whole garden because there are a few 
specim ens of gnarled fru it 
I adm it 
there are men and women in the 
church who ought not to be there; but 
let us be inst as frank, and adm it 
the 
fact th a t 
there are hundreds 
and thousands and tens of 
th o u ­ 
sands of glorious C hristian men and 
women holy, blessed, 
useful, conse­ 
crated ami trium phant. 
Thex*e is no 
grander collection in all the earth 
th an the collection 
of 
Christians. 
There are Christian men in the church 
whose religion is not a m atter ol 
psalm -singing and cliurch-going. 
To­ 
m orrow m orning th a t religion will 
keep them ju st as consistent and con­ 
secrated on “exchange” as it ever kept 
them a t the com munion table. 
There 
are women in the church of a higher 
type of 
character 
than 
Mary of 
Bethany. 
They not only sit a t the 
feet of Christ, b u t they' go out into the 
kitchen to help M artha in her work, 
th a t she may sit there too. 
There is a 


woman who has a drunken husband, 
who has exhibited more faith and 
patience and courage 
th an 
Hugh 
Latim er in the fire, lie w as consumed 
in tw enty m inutes, 
lle r’s has been a 
tw enty year’s m artyrdom . 
Yonder is 
a man who has lain fifteen years on 
his back, unable even to feed himself, 
yet calm and peaceful as though he 
lay on one of the green banks of 
heaven, w atching the oarsm en dip 
their paddles in the crystal river! 
Why, it seems to me this m om ent as 
if Paul threw to us a pom ologist’s cat­ 
alogue of the fruits grow ing in this 
g reat garden of C hrist—love, 
joy, 
peace, 
patience, 
charity, brotherly 
kindness, gentleness, m ercy—glorious 
fruit, enough to fill all the baskets of 
earth and heaven. 
I have told you of the b etter tree in 
this garden, and of the better fru it 
It was planted ju st outside Jerusalem 
a good w hile ago. 
When th a t tree 
was planted, 
it was so 
sp lit and 
bruised, and barked, men said n o th ­ 
ing would ever grow upon it; b u t no 
sooner had th a t tree been planted, 
than it budded, and blossomed, and 
fruited, and the soldiers’ spears were 
only the clubs th a t struck down th a t 
fruit, and it fell into the lap of the 
nations, and men began to pick it up 
and e at it, and they* found in it an 
antidote to all thirst, to all poison, to 
all sin, to all d eath—the sm allest 
cluster larger than the fam ous one of 
Eshcol, which tw o men carried on a 
staff betw een them. 
lf the one apple 
in Eden killed the race, this one clus­ 
ter of mercy shall restore it. 
Some years ago a vessel struck on 
the rocks.

The
